In the University Magazine lor October is a moving little poem 
by Miss Linda Bradley, called "The Women of France." It it 
not only "the form of this poem which is appealing, il is rather that 
the facts which it sets forth are in themselves impressive. 

To us at McGill it seems very natural to pay tribute to the 
spirit of French women for we have had ample opportunity to be- 
come familiar with it. To us it is no surprise to learn that in the pre- 
sent crisis French women have shown a courage, fortitude, devo- 
tion and capability which make them worthy 'o be ranked with 
their gallant soldiers in the field — equally the children of a brave 
and gifted race. 

"Women of France have brought the harvest in." wnles Miss 
Bradley; and to us among many interesting facts received through 
private letters comes this that a Parisian lady, wife of a distinguish- 
ed lawyer and sister of one of oui late colleagues, is personally re- 
sponsible for saving the harvest on a large estate from which every 
man and every horse had been detached for government service. 

Another sister of that family has had constant charge of a ward 
of one of the great military hospitals in the south with such success 
that she has the assurance of having saved many lives for Fiance. 

To cope with the tremendous problems of providing for the de- 
stitute .efugees from the war zone and the unemployed of Paris as 
well as to aid the wives and children o fsoldiers it the front strong 
committees of women have been formed, and on these we find the 
names, familiar and honoured at McGill, ol Madame Milhau- 
Puech and Mademoiselle Bianquis'. Fram both these ladies come 
wonderful :>t< res of the seladfasines,- and determination with which 
the workiiiK women of France are seconding the efforts <>! theil 
men to fight the v\ar of liberation, the holy war which they believe is 
to break the yoke of militarism, i hese women, w \w are supposed 
by Anglo-5a\ons to be an excitable and noisy type look leave of 
their sons and husbands dry-eyed, ancj then settled to a life of al- 
most incredible thrift and industty. fhe wile of a French private 
in active service gets twenty-five cents a day and an extra allowance 
of ten cents a day for each child; and this she declares to be enough 
if she has jusl a little paying work besides. She incepts almost any 
sort of work plain sewing, cleaning, selling papers in ihe streets, 
To find work for these women is special work of Mademoiselle 
Bianquis, whili Madame Pucch specializes in the task of finding 
homes for the refugees. A recent report shows that by her person- 
al efforts she has found homes in the safe regions ol the west and 
south for two hundred and fifty destitute children — and the work 
goes on ! 

Both these friends of ours have near relatives in the fighting 
lines and we feel confident that men of such families arc not there 
in vain, but fo. us the contribution of thos« who cannot go into bat- 
tle seems also worthy of a distinguished service order. 

It is pleasanl to be able to record thai in all the absorption of 
their present duties our one time colleagues have not forgotten Mc- 
Gill. "Are there any McGill men among the Canadian volunteers 
who come to strengthen us and the British?" asks one of them in 
a letter of early Oc tober. "I should expect so. It is a wonderful 
thing to feel that one is fighting the cause of I Iumanity, upheld by 
almost all the peoples of the world." 

It is, indeed. Long live our alliance!
